The word resurrection (Greek, anastasis 
and egersis) literally signifies a rising, 
either in a physical or moral sense. It 
is used (as are also its corresponding 
words, ) from egeiro, rise, raise, risen, to 
denote the rising of the body, as in rais- 
ing Lazarus, John xi; and the son ofthe 
widow of Nain, Luke vii: 14; the ris- 
ing of the bodies of the saints, Mait. 
xxvii: 52; also to denote the elevation 
of persons from a low and degraded con- 
dition to one of purity, holiness and mor- 
al excellence. ‘‘Awake, thou that sleep- 
est, and arise from the dead, and Christ 
will give the light.”” Eph. v: 14. ‘As
